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Artifact Rationale

(SSO1) configurations for PECS v6.2.

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4.8 Installation Procedure

This section is a high-level overview of the installation procedure steps. Detailed steps are in the
RFC for database and application deployment, and they will be sent via Outlook.

1. Stop the Managed Server

2. Un-deploy the two EAR files for PECS v6.2 Application
3. Deploy the two new EAR files for PECS v6.2 Application
4. Start the PECS Application

5. Perform Smoke Test on PECS

4.9 Installation Verification Procedure

After the deployment is updated, PECS will be smoke tested. The system administrator will
check the application logs for the absence of errors.

4.10 System Configuration

4.10.1 Properties Files

No property file changes are required for this deployment. The pre-existing PECS v6.2 property
files will be used.

4.10.2 Import VA Certificates

No certificate changes are required for this deployment. The pre-existing PECS v6.2 VA
certificates will be used.

4.11 Database Tuning

After installation, the AITC database administrator should monitor the Oracle Enterprise
Manager/Cloud Control to note any performance problems.

5 Back-OutProcedure

5.1 Back-Out Strategy

The back-out strategy for the PECS Java application is to restore the previous PECS v6.2 EAR
file.

5.2 Back-Out Considerations

5.2.1 Load Testing

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5.3 Back-Out Criteria

A back-out should only be considered if it is determined that the PECS v6.2 application is the
cause of a patient safety issue or catastrophic system failure.

Risks of backing out include not reconfiguring the application in the same manner it was before
the start of the implementation. This can be remediated by taking backups of the approprnate file
systems and database before starting the deployment.

5.5 Authority for Back-Out

The PECS Sustainment PM has the authority to determine if a back-out of PECS v6.2 is
required.

5.6 Back-Out Procedure
Deploy the previous PECS v6.2 application EAR file in WebLogic.

5.7 Back-out Verification Procedure

A smoke test will be performed to determine that the application is working properly.
